# discussion on the merits of the case in 

which two ‘bays’ were summoned to attend 

atthe Magistracy for hawking without a li- 

cence can produce very little beneficial results, 

but fur the fact that the decision of the 


junior Police Magistrate in the case brought 
before him this morning affecis the public 
interest in so far as the Press of the Colony 
and the citizens are concerned, ‘The inter 
pretation given by the Magistrate of the 
word “hawking” in relation to newspapers, 
suggests the necessity for immediate action 
to be taken regarding the amendment of 
the law under which the information was 
laid. 


as follows :—<at the Magistracy, on Tuesday, 


Briefly, the facts ot the case are 
the defendants were charged, under the 
Licensing Consolidation Ordinance, No. 21 
of 1887, with hawking newspapers without 
a licence, and it was given in evidence that 
on the 26th ult. the boys obstructed guests 
of the King Edward Hotel by stopping them 
and asking them to buy papers. Mr. J. Ef. 
Kemp, before whom the case was tried, re- 
marked that he did not think that constituted 
a nuisance, and pointed out that it was a 
recognised thing at home for newspaper 
vendors to offer their papers to passers-by. 
The whole puint was whether the boys were 
hawkers ur not, aud at the Magistracy this 
morning he ruled that they were. ‘There 
was no other course for him to adopt. 
and we are entirely in accord with bis decision 
as viewed in the light of the Ordinance, but we 
do complain that the present Superintendent 
has taken a far too literal

interpretation of thy law in view ol 


the fact that on the matter being — re- 
presented to his predecessor, Capt. Lyuns, 
he gave it as his pinion that 1 was not 
necessary for the boys to have licences; and 
instructed the police not to arrest thern, 
h 


does not admit of much doubt, that in fram 


while offering newspapers for sale. 
ing the Ordinance it was the intenuon gf the 
legislature to exercise contro) over the ordi- 
nary pedlars and street vendors perambulat 
ing the city with their wares for sale, and not 
in any way to include newspapers as ordinary 
articles “hawked" in the streets of Hongkong. 
In support of this contention we would point 
out that, for all the yeats that the daily even 
ing papers have been selling in the Colony, 
there hag not been any objection on the part 
of the police. ‘The

hindrance throughout the British Colonies 
where proprietors are not called up to contri- 
bute the sum of 50 cents per quarter for a 
hawkers’ licence to enable their news boys to 
sell papers in the streets.

FREIGHTS, THE WAR, AND THE CAPE ROUTE. 

The condition of the freight market exhibits 
no improvem ant; in fact in most directions it 
is as difficult as ever to bring ‘business about. 
Of course, the principal item of interest to 
owners since the last report has beén the seizure 
by the Russians in the Red Sea, of coal-laden 
boats bound to japan they are since reported 
to have been teleased. Wo merely refer to this 
inatter a3 we had previously pointed out to 
owners, that in accepting the bait of about 258. 
per ton froin Wales to Japan, they were taking 
an inordinate amount of risk, or that, at any rate, 
the risks were such that a far and away higher 
rate of freight ought to have been demanded. | 
We do not fur one moment suppose that 
in stopping coal-laden boats in the Red Sea, 
Russia is contemplating any improper action ; 
bot, on the other hand, bouts bound to British 
(Indian and other) ports might be delayed, and 
it is this point that is now receiving serious 
consideration. We maintain: that for boats 
bound out to British pots'such as Colombo, 
Singapore, ete,, it would be better for them to 
go vid the Cape; it only means about fifteen 
days longer steaming, which is tully compens- 
ated for.by the saving in-Canal dues, and, in 
fact, apwt from the contingencies that wac 
brings forward, we believed that it would be 
advantageous in any case for owners to give 
up going through the Canal to sucn ports, unl 
the Canal dues are reduced to a level more in 
conformity with the wretchedly low treights 
that are curseat. The effect of the war so lur 
has been distinctly disadvantageous to owners.

Lord Percy replied; The attention of His 
Majesty's Minister at Jeking having been 
called by the General Officer Commanding 
china to certain virulent and defamatory 
articles against Russia published at Tientsin by 
the China Limes, Sit E, Stow directed that an 
information should be laid against the editor in 
His Majesty's Consular Court at Tientsin under 
Article 106 of te C:ina and Japan Urder m 
Council, 1865. Under this article, should it 
be shown on oath to the satisfaction of any of 
His Majesty’s Courts in China that there is 
reasonable ground to apprehend (hat the acts 
or conduct of any British subject in China are 
or ts likely bo pro uCce OF EXCits tO a reach oO 
the public peace, the Court w.thin the juris: 
dic ion whereof he happens to be may cause 
him to be brought befure ty and require bin 
lo give security to the satisfaction of the Court 
to keep the peace or for his future good te- 
haviour, as the case may require; and af the 
person required to pive secumy should fail to 
do sv, the Court may order that be be deported 
trom . hina to such place as the Court directs. 
His Majesty's Government have approved Sir 
E. Satow's action in the matter.

Observaiory a new code of meteorological 
signals which comes into farce at Hongkong 


“(on New Years Day. They are the same as 


those at present: in use at Shanghai, and will 
be hoisted on the mast beside the time-ball a 
Kowloon Point forthe information of masters 
of vessels leaving the port. They do not neces> 
sarily imply that bad weather is expected, The 
signals are as,follows:— 


A cone point upwards indicates a typhoon to 
the North of the Colony, . 


A cone point upwards fand drum below in- 
dicates a typhoon to the North-East of the 
Colony, 


A drum indicates a typhoon to the Enst of 
the Colony. 


A cone point downwards and drum below 
indicates a typhoon to the South-East of the 
Colony. 


A cone point downwards indicates a typhoon 
to the South of the Colony. 


A cone point downwards and ball below 
indicates a typhoon to the South-West of the 
Colony. 


A ball indicates a typhoon to the West of 
the Colony. 


Acone point upwards and ball below indicates 
a typhoon to the North-West of the Colony. , 


Red Signals indicate that the contre is 
believed to be more than 300 miles away from 
the Colony. 


Black Signals indicate that the centre is 
believed to be Jess than 300 miles away from 
the Colony. 


The above signals will, as heretofore, be 
‘hoisted only when typhoons exist in such posi- 
tions or are moving in such directions that in- 
formation regarding them is considered ta be of 
importance to the Colony or to shipping leav- 
ing the harbour, 


NIGHT SIGNALS. 


Two lanterns hoisted vertically indicate bad 
weather in the Colony and that the wind is 
expected to veer. 


Two lanterns hoisted horizontally. indicate 
bad weather in the Colony and that the wind is 
expected to back, 


The signals are repeated on the flagstaff of 
the Godown Company at Kowloon, and also, 
by day only, at the Harbour Office and on H 
M's Receiving Ship. 


LOCAL STORM-WARNINGS. 


The Colony itself is warned of approaching 
typhoons by means of the Typhoon Gun placed 
at the food of the mast, which is fred whenever 
4 strong gale of wind ia expected to blow here.
